HE  HAS  traveled  in  37  coun- 
tries on  four  continents,  mostly 
in  the  past  four  years.  His  visits 
in  Europe,  Africa,  the  Middle,

Kennedy  Asks 
Restored  Peace 
Says  Harriman 

MOSCOW,  (UPD— U.S.  Troub- 
leshooter W.  Averell  Harriman 
arrived  in  Moscow  Thursday  on 
an  urgent  mission  to  restore 
peace  in  Laos.  He  bore  a person- 
al message  from  President  Ken- 
nedy to  Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrus- 
hchev. 

The  72-year  old  Undersecretary 
of  State  said  Kennedy  is  “anx- 
ious” for  a Laos  settlement  and 
believes  Khrushchev  is  too.  But 
he  firmly  rejected  Soviet  cliarges 
the  U.S.  is  responsible  for  re- 
newed fighting  on  the  Plain  of 
Jars. 

“THE  U.S.  HAS  been  careful 
to  adhere  to  the  Geneva  agree- 
ment in  both  letter  and  spirit,” 
Harriman  said. 

Before  boarding  his  Soviet  jet- 
liner in  London,  he  dismissed  the 
Soviet  charges  as  “insulting  and 
incorrect”  and  probably  designed 
only  to  placate  Communist 
China. 

“I  THINK  THE  Russians  are 
trying  to  curry  favor  with  Red 
China  and  put  in  the  accusation 
on  their  insistance,”  he  said. 

Harriman  expects  to  meet  with 
Soviet  Foreign  Minister  Andrei 
A.  Gromyko  before  seeing  Khru- 
shchev. The  U.S.  embassy  asked 
the  Soviet  foreign  office  to  ar- 
range the  meeting  with  Gromyko 
for  Friday. 

HARRIMAN  PUT  the  blame 
for  the  crisis  squarely  on  the 
Pro-Communist  Pathet  Lao  for- 
ces.

Of  Library 

Growth  in  Clark  Library 
sounds  more  than  a tiny  bit  like 
growth  in  every  other  corner  of 
BYU — a small  giant  getting  big- ; 
ger  faster.  The  library  has  more 
than  doubled  in  seven  years  since 
1956.  Yet  when  the  400,000th  vol- 
ume was  added  recently  the  col- 
lection had  reached  only  two- 
fifths  library  capacity  of  a mil- 
lion volumes, 

AN  I.MUOUTANT  source  of 
books  is  private  contributions. 
For  example,  BYU’s  Emeritus 
Club  is  an  organization  of  people 
who  have  given  either  books  or 
‘money  fronj  $5  to  $100,  A Colo- 
rado book  collector  presented 
5,000  first  editions  and  sixteen 
boxes  of  manuscripts  of  early 
American  and  English  literaturo 
An  admirable  Herman  Melville 
collection  came  in  one  swoop  with 
450  volumes  from  a Colorado  pro- 
fessor. 

The  largest  student  collection 
ever  given  was  by  the  1962  grad- 
uating class,  who  presented  the 
library  $2500  to  purchase  books 
for  the  undergraduate  reading 
collection. 

Individuals,  often  having  no 
connection  with  BYU  or  the 
Churcli,  have  given  money  or 
books  they  already  owned.  Those 
range  from  a California  mining 
engineer  to  a New  York  architect.

A bibliography  of  their  col- 
lection and  writings,  recently  pub- 
lished by  the  Library,  shows  it  is 
rich  in  Western  Americana.  It  is 
the  largest  gift  of  regional  litera- 
ture that  has  been  contributed  to 
the  Library. 

Dr.  Hafen,  a member  of  the 
historical  faculty  at  BYU,  was 
Colorado  State  historian  and  ed- 
itor of  the  “Colorado  Magazine” 
for  30  years.  He  has  produced 
works  dramatizing  the  opening  of 
the  West. 

WORKING  AS  a team,  the 
couple  discovered  and  published 
manuscripts,  rare  diaries,  journ- 
als, letters  and  documents.  Their 
latest  achievement  is  a 15-volume 
series,  “The  Far  West  and  the 
Rockies,  1820-1875,”  a 12-year  pro- 
ject. 

Since  their  marriage  47  years 
ago,  the  Hafens  have  written  or 
edited  34  books.  One  of  these, 
‘The  Colorado  Story,”  is  used  as 
i textbook  in  Colorado  high 
schools.  Their  next  project,  al- 
ready under  way,  is  a 'three-vol- 
ume work  on  the  early  mountain 
fur  trade.
